and dressed poultry are a few of the 
things th a t have been presented at 
the parcel post window of the Get­ 
ty sb u rg post office during the past 
few weeks and in alm ost every in- 
fYtance the m atter has been tra n s ­ 
m itted 
according 
to 
directions, 
coming within the regulations of the 


system. 
The brooms were the m ost unusual 
consignm ent which has yet appeared 
and they would, in all probability, 
have been accepted but the party in­ 
tending to mail them had compared 
freight rates and found that the p a r­ 
cel post was a trifle higher and so 
they were* given to the railroad for 
transm ission. 
Tin buckets going through the mail 
are not a t all uncommon. 
They are 
more or less of a nuisance to handle 
but are fully w ithin the regulations. 
One of them containing 
an 
entire 
meal w as dispatched for l*ancaster a 
few days ago. 
Incoming and outgo­ 
ing suit cases are frequently handled 
at th e G ettysburg office while the use 
of the mail to tran sm it butter, eggs 
and dressed poultry is being discov­ 
ered as a valuable method by num er­ 
ous local people.
